AN ORDINANCE amending Section 
17-71, 17-72 and 17-74 of 
Chapter 17 "Motor Vehicles and 
Traffic" of the Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne. 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne by and through Special Ordinance No. S-185-85, adopted 
October 8, 1985, established a method of removal of 
abandoned vehicles from private property; 

WHEREAS, said Ordinance was subsequently codified 
as Chapter 17 of the Fort Wayne City Code; 

WHEREAS, Section 17-71 of said chapter states that 
the Board of Public Works and Safety shall be responsible 
for the removal, storage and disposal of abandoned vehicles. 
This section goes on to state the Board of Public Works and 
Safety may contract with private towing firms and 
individuals in such business on an annual basis to provide 
the equipment, storage area and facilities for the removal 
and disposal of abandoned vehicles. 

WHEREAS, Section 17-72 of said chapter states that 
the Board of Public Works. and Safety shall establish at 
periodic times and places for the sale or disposal of all 
such vehicles impounded under this article; 

WHEREAS, Section 17-74 of said chapter states that 
the owner of such abandoned or junk vehicle may in lieu of 
the above provisions voluntarily provide for the removal and 
disposal of such vehicle by executing an abandoned vehicle 
removal waiver with the Board of Public Works and Safety; 

WHEREAS, to properly transfer the responsibility 
for enforcement of this ordinance from the Board of Public 
Works and Safety to Community and Economic Development it is 
necessary to delete references to the Board of Public Works 


and Safety and, in its place, insert Community and Economic 


Development; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA; 


SECTION 1. Section 17-71 of Chapter 17 "Motor 
1 


| Vehicles and Traffic" of the Fort Wayne City Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 17-71. Removal by Community and Economic 
| Development. 


The Division of Community and Economic Development 
shall and is hereby designated as the "public 
| agency" which shall be responsible for the 
|i removal, storage and disposal of abandoned 
vehicles, as designated in the "Abandoned Vehicle 
| Act," and in order to facilitate the removal of 
such abandoned vehicles or parts, the Division of 
Community and Economic Development may employ such 
personnel and acquire such equipment, property and 
facilities as are necessary for the purpose of 
removal, storage and disposition of such abandoned 
vehicles, not in conflict with the "Abandoned 
Vehicle Act," or the Division of Community and 
Economic Development may contract with private 
towing firms or individuals in such business on an 
annual basis to provide the equipment, storage 
area and facilities for the removal and disposal. 


Sec. 17-72. Disposal; abandoned vehicle fund. 


| The Division of Community and Economic Development 
shall establish periodic times and places for the 
sale or disposal of all such vehicles impounded 
under this article. Any moneys received shall be 
placed in the "Abandoned Vehicle Fund" which shall 
be a revolving fund dedicated to the imforcement 
of Chapter 17. 


Sec. 17-74. Removal by owner; execution of 
waiver. 


The owner of such abandoned or junk vehicle may in 
lieu of the above provisions voluntarily provide 
for the removal and disposal of such vehicle by 
| executing an abandoned vehicle removal waiver with 
the Division of Community and Economic 
Development. 
SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all 


necessary approval by the Mayor.
